One method is municipal collection. 
Councilman Ruasell Jack said he had 
been informed by another city that 
there was considerable saving by 
having a municipal collection system 

But Mayor Harold Heyes rightly 
poitiied out that it's possible for a 
saving to be shown, while actually 
vart of the conta are covered in other 
Budgeted expenditures 

w true. There is virtually no city 
départment whose individual budget 
ahewa the entire cost of running that 
department. Insurance, certain em- 
ployee costs, and general “overhead” 
can be lumped together into budget 
ed items that cover all departments, 
with no single operation being char 
ged its share of costs. 

Lying between the current free on- 
ferprise system and municipal collec 
tion are the various contract or fran- 
chise systems, which can be rec! 
problems. 

When the subject came up for 
Council discussion City Administrator 
William V. Donaldson came out 
strong for the present private enter 
prise _.

We suspect that the maiori- 
ty of residents will go along with that 
There will always be complaints, re-
